Watermelon Culture. 

Having had sum • experience and 
success Willi litis crop, I will give 
your readers my mode of preparing 
the laud and cultivating, although it 
may not be the best. A deep sandy 
loam is the best, the richer the belter 
Liy oil' rows twelve feet apart, and 
plough out as you would lo plough 
in oals. For this work use a turn- 
ing plough. Make hills on top of 
t lis lied twenty-live feet apart. Make 
lirsl hill on first row twelve fuel from 
I he end ; the si con t row make lirst 
hill t wenty-live foot from the cud. 
In this way the hills will not strike 
opposite each oilier. Chop the earth 
up well around each hill at least four 
fuel in diameter ; dig out a hole in 
centre ten inches or one foot dc«p 
1 1 lat will hold aboul one bushel ; till 
j this wilh cow-pen or stable manure, 
well rotted, that has boen protected 
from rain and sun ; chop this up and 
thoroughly Incorporate It with the 
-oil, making a slight elevation, nol 
"more than two or three inches. Planl 
the seed not more than one and a half 
inches deep (and 1 prefer to stick the 
sharp end of every seed down), put- 
ting from eight lo twelve seed lo 
each hill. As soon as they are. we 
up, scratch around theyOuiig plants, 
and thin out to four plants ; as soon 
as tl.cy have four or live leaves car 
thin nut leaving two plants to each 
bill. Keep the bill clear of grass and 
weeds wilh the hoe. Hun around 
wilh a sweep four or six furrows lo 
the row, and plough oil' front tin 
vines as they run; never turn the 
vines back to work under them ; tin 
vines cannot he moved with so mud 
care that it will not injure them. 
The best time for planting is from 
the 1 lenth to the twentieth of April 
I have pursued this plan for a mini 
her of years, and have never made a 
failure, generally growing melon 
that will weigli from forty to flft) 
pounds, and nol uufrequentty as blgli 
as sixty pounds.— ,1.

DOMESTIC ECONOMY. 
Picklkd Raisins.— Leave two pounds 
large, fine raisins on tho atems, add 
one pint of vinegar and half a pound of 
sugar ; simmer over a slow fire half an 
an hour. 

Butter. — Tako a new flower pot, 
wash it clean, wrap in a wet cloth and 
set over butter, will keep it as hard as if 
set on ice. Milk, if put into an earthen 
can, or in a tin one, will keop for a long 
time, if well wrapped in a wet cloth. 

Applb Jelly.— Pore and stow sour, 
juicy apples (greenings are nice) in 
enough * ater to cover them, strain as 
directed for currant jolly, allow a pound 
of sugar for each pound of juice, put 
them togothcr and strain, boil f our|or five 
minutes, Bkimming it thoroughly. 

Partridges. — Take three yoong par- 
tridges, place them on a spit before the 
Are, and roast them fifteen to twenty 
minutes; send them to table with bread 
crumbs browned iu the oven, with a 
small piece of buttor added round them, 
aud send in a tureen sonio rioh brown 
gravy. 

Tomatoes. — To keop ripo tomatoes all 
whiter, select fine sound tomatoes, wipe 
t hem perfectly dry and place them very 
carefully in a stone jar two-thirds foil. 
Fill the jar quite up with good lard and 
cover closely. When wanted for use, 
take them out from under the lard and 
wash them in hot water. 

Baked Beets.— These excellent veg- 
etables are quite as good baked as 
boiled, and the sugar is better developed 
by the baking process. The oven 
should not be too hot, and the beets 
must bo frequently turned. Do not 
peel them until they are cooked, then 
serve with butter, pepper and salt 

Banana and Apple Tabt.— Make 
crust of fine flour and fresh butter. 
Moke little crust, but make it good. 
Slice apples fine, and put in dish with 
three or four bananas sliced, only add- 
ing sugar and perhaps a little sirup, if 
you have got it Cover crust over fruit; 
brush a little melted butter over top ; 
strew white BUgtir on, and bake twenty 
minutes or more, as requirod. 

Canned Peaches. — When canning 
peaches one cannot guess at just the 
number of halves or quarters needed to 
fill the can, and bo often after filling 
tho ean several pieces are loft in the sir- 
up; and if you add others and cook them 
over again they will drop in pieces. My 
way to avoid this in to tako out the 
pieces carefully on a plato, cook the oth- 
ers, and, when they aro needed to help 
till another can, drop thorn for a minute 
or two into the siiup.

Fow farmers kuow tho size of their 
fields or how many acres they contain. 
A flold of the writer's, boforo it came 
into his possession, had been plowed 
and reaped by contract for fifteen acres. 
On measuring it was found to havo but 
twelve acres. It is desirable, in /act 
indispensable for good work, that a 
farmer should know how many acres 
each flold contains, for otherwise ho 
cannot apportion seod or manure for it, 
nor can ho tell how much time it would 
require to bo plowed. A measuring 
eord should be part of tho furniture on 
every farm. To make one, procure sev- 
enty-seven feet of strong rope, one inch 
around ; mako a loop or fasten a ring or 
a bar at each end, and mako these pre- 
cisely sixty-Bix feet apart. This is four 
rods. Then tio a pieoo of red rag in 
the center. Ono aero of ground will bo 
a pioce four of tho cords (chains) long 
and two and ono half wido, equal to six- 
teen by ten rods, making ICO square 
rods to one acre. Tho advantage of the 
ring or loop is that one person ean 
measuro alone by driving a stake in tho 
gronnd to hold the ropo whdo he 
stretches it out Tho rope should bo 
soaked in tar and driod, which will pre- 
vent it from shrinking when wet

[Trom the Nineteenth Century.] 

■&V earliest agitator in the matter ob- 
I served two years ago, when traveling in 
Sicily, that the laboring cIosbos there 
< live healthily and work well upon a 
vegetable diet, the staple article of 
which is bread made of well-ground 
wheat meal. Nor are the Sicilians by 
any meonB tho only people so supported. 
"The Hindoes of tho Northwestern Pro- 
vince can walk fifty or sixty miles a day 
With no other food than 'chapetties,' 
made of tho whole meal, with a little 
' ghee,' or Galam butter." Turkish and 
Arab porters, capable of carrying bur- 
dens of from 400 to COO pounds, live on 
bread only, with the occasional addition 
of fruit and vegetables. The Spartans 
and Romans of old time lived their vig- 
orous lives on bread nmdo of wheaten 
meal. In northern, as well as in south- 
ern climates, we find the same thing, 
In Russia, Sweden, Scolland, and else- 
where, tho poor live chiefly on bread, 
alway3 made from some whole meal — 
wheat, oats or rye — and tho peasantry of 
whatever climate so fed always compare 
favorably with our South English poor, 
who, in conditions of indigence preclud- 
ing them from obtaining sufficient meat 
food, starve, if not to death , at least into 
sickness, on the whi*e bread it is our 
modern English habit to prefer. White 
bread alone will not support animal life. 
Bread mode of tho whole grain will. 
The experiment has been tried in France 
by Magendio. Dogs were the subjects 
of trial, and every care was taken to 
equalize all tho other conditions— to pro- 
portion the quality of food given in each 
cose to the weight of the animal experi- 
mented upon, and so forth. The result 
was sufficiently marked. At the end of 
forty days, the dogs fed solely on white 
bread, died. The dogs fed on bread 
made of the whole grain remainod vigor 
ous, healthy and well nourished. 
Whether an originally healthy human 
being, if fed solely on white bread for 
forty days, would likewise die at tho 
end of that time remains, of course, a 
piestion. The tenacity of life exhibited 
by Mngeudio's dogs will not evidently 
bear comparison with that of the toarce- 
ly yet forgotten forty days' wonder, Dr. 
Tanner. Nor is it by any means as- 
serted that auy given man, or any given 
chil 1, would certainly remain in vigor- 
ous health for an indefinite length of 
time if fed solely on wheat-meal bread. 
Not a single piece of strong evidence 
has been produced, however, to show 
that he would not; and, in the only case 
in which whole-meal bread has been 
tried with any persistency, or on any 
considerable scale among us— to-wit : in 
jails— facts go to show such bread to be 
au excellent and wholesome substitute 
for more costly forms of nutritiotu food. 



TUB PYRAMIDS. 

Mr. O. W. Frenoh, of Philadelphia, 
presented some ourious facts concerning 
tho results of the astronomical and geo- 
metrical investigations of the great 
Pyramid before a meeting of New York 
ministers. The chief purpose of the 
speaker was to prove that the Pyramid 
records the prophetic history of JuditiBm 
and Christianity. Tho Pyramid was 
built before idolatry mode its way iuto 
the world, and, as was claimed, contains 
no symbol of false worsliip, and this 
confirmed the Scriptural knowledge of 
God held by Abimelech, King of Gesar, 
and of the Egyptian Pharaoh in the time 
of Abraham. According to Mr. French, 
the narrow passageway in the Pyramid 
symbolizes the voyage of life, which 
slopes downward to a dark hole lieueath 
the earth's surface and upward to tho 
"King's chamber," whero tho temper- 
ature stands unchangeably at 68 de- 
grees. The horizontal passage symbol

SOMK AGRICULTURAL ITATIaTlCS. 

The growth and development of the 
agricultural resources of this country in 
the lost decade have been so remarkable 
that it may he interesting to compare 
tho returns of some of tho principal 
crops for tho years 1870 and 1880. This 
great increase is due to two causes. 
First, the hotter cultivation by improved 
methods of tho older-settled portion; 
and, second, the opening up of new 
lands by tho number of emigrants, and 
the ohanges that financial depression 
brought about, by which many trades- 
men and mechanics were compelled to 
look for support to tho fertile fields of 
the West and Southwest. 

In. 1870 tho amount of cotton pro- 
duced, was 4,352,317 bales, iulSSJuwre 
than 0,000,000 bales. In 1870 the 
amoun', of Iudiau corn raised was 700, 
910,594 bushels ; in 1880, l,754,U9,43j 
bushels. In 1870 the wheat crop was 
287,745,020 bushels; in 18S0 it was 
459,007,032 bushels. In 1870 the croj 
of oats reached 282,107,157 buihols ; it 
1880,407,859,033 bushels. In 1. .70 the 
tobacco crop utnounted to 202,735,341 
pounds ; in 1880 it amounted to 473, 
107,573 pounds. Tho increase of agri- 
cultural products was nearly 100 per 
cent, in these ten years, and in tht- 
last year of this decade, out of this vast 
increase of our crops and products on 
oattle export rose from $13,000,003 U 
$14,000,000; corn, from $43,000,000 U 
$50,000,000; wheat, from $107,698,00! 
to $190,540,000; flour, from $35,00n,00( 
to $45,000,000; cotton, from $209, 852,001 
to $245,534,891 ; beef, from $7,000,001, 
to $12,000,000; lard, from $28,000,000 
to $35,000,000; and pork from $5,000, 
to $8, 000 000 annually. 

These figures tell of the great wealth 
of this country, and show the activity 
and skill of our farmers, and furnish 
some good lessons to our political econ- 
omists. They speak of millions of ac- 
tive workers looking to mother earth for 
their support, of other millions depend 
ing on them for the means of life, and 
of the great Providence over all, who 
has said that " seed time and harvest 
Bhall not foil." •
